Fifteen topics have accumulated on my 
note-book for remark or discussion in the 
Paciric. This comes from procrastina- 
tion, which might itself form another topic.

rapidly as possible, especially as some of | 


them must often reappear for notice. 


_ The meteorological table kept and com- 
piled for the Oregonian by Master S. G. 
Benson, suggests a note upon our summer. 
All say it has been remarkably pleasant, 
though a little cooler than usual. The av- 
erage for last week. ¢., July 29 to Au- 
gust 4—according to the table, was, at 6 
A.m., 62° 43’; at 12 m., it was 70° 17’; ‘at 
9 p.m., 65° 15’. The wind was north and 


-the sky clear all the week. General aver- 


age for the week, 66° 8’. July was much 
the same, except occasionally a hot day. 
The weather has been favorable for health, 
which has been generally good. 


An unusually small number of deaths 
have occurred this year, not only in this 
city, but, according to our. appr: in the 
State. 

As I write, the cio! north breeze passes 
passes through my window, such as we 


have always enjoyed in Oregon for the last 


eighteen years. There is dust in the roads, 


‘but the fields are green and the fruit trees 


have on their luxuriant foliage. _The sea- 
son of garden flowers has not passed, al- 
though the rose has.folded its petals and 
A rich 
and gorgeous summer drapery covers our 
mountains and plains and valleys, and frin- 


ges our beautiful streams and majestic rivers. | 


If your people will come and see us now, 


_they will exclaim: “The land is beautifal 


by natore, inviting in its climate,.and 
abundant in its resources; the very spot for 


the habitations of families and the pursuits 
of an intelligent and industrious popula- 


tion. 
It will be my duty in some future letters, 


a8 it is my purpose, to vindicate, by statis- 


- ties, the-climate-of. the charge 
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of being so wet as to be necessarily un- 
‘healthy. I kept the record of deaths in a 
single town here for fourteen years, and 
found in an area, embracing a thousand 


persons, a yearly average of a small frac- 


tion less than ten deaths, or about one per 
cent. Either diseases contracted have not 
developed yet, or the vigorous age of the 
immigrants, or the necessities of toil, have 


hold now, as in the early days of our State, 
that the climate is healthful. We seldom 


| have any great extremes of heat. or cold. 


So soon as people learn to adapt their cloth- 


| ing and habits to the climate, they become 


contented with it. 
MINING. 


’ Your mining record is a noticeable and 
valuable statement, especially to strangers, 


| who seek for a knowledge of the perma- 


nent resources of your State. We, also, 
have a series of mines which gradually ex- 
tend year by year. Time was when all 
our miners went southward to your placers. 
Of late they have found permanent fields 
in the eastern mountains,’ the streams of 
which flow to the Columbia. Every year 
since 1855 some new locality has been dis- 
covered in those regions, and although the 
first excitement waned, after the surface 


diggings yielded their treasures, a deeper 


and constant search in ey locality re- 
wards the toil. 

~The Colville, Oro Fino, Elk City, Flor- 
ence, Auburn, Cafion City, and Warren, 
and also the southern mines, are worked 
this year with more than usual success, 
because water has been more abundant, 
while the Boise, Owyhee, and Montana 
fields form, of course, the chief present at- 
traction. These all are within the original 
limits of our territory. 
The Santiam mines are in the Cascade 
Mountains, only a short distance from the 
centre of the Willamette Valley. The 
Vancouver mines, across the Columbia, are 
a newly reported discovery. 

You may be familiar with the brilliant 
quartz, sparkling with gold, from the 

“ White Bull” ledge in the Santiam mines. 
It attracis even those unskilled in prospect- 
ing, and the region promises well to those 


get mills to work—so say the stockholders. 
It is to be hoped that the test will prove 
successful in a bountiful harvest this fall. 
We have seen such steady progress, for 
eighteen years, in mineral discoveries on 
this coast, and, for the last ten or twelve, in 
Oregon, that we may safely conclude there 
will be new and perhaps greater ones 
made. We have, at least, evidence that 
gold and silver are to be as permanent pro- 
ducts of our State, and are to flow as surely 
and steadily to the marts of the world as 
our harvests of grain and fruits do. 


There are no indications that mining will 
cease, but rather it may increase with 
greater ratio in future years. We are 
to expect it, and to lay our plans accord- 
ingly. On the routes to the mines, and 


may expect, as we have seen, a perma- 
nent population of small farmers, garden- 
ers, and orchardists. Homes and families 


| will be found, scattered, indeed, in those re- 


gions once deemed valueless. 

The Indians of the upper country are 
making some of their last desperate efforts 
this season to destroy the whites and keep 
back the tide that is sweeping up over their 
lands, but it will, as always, be in vain. 
They will all fade away, as they have from 
‘our valley, and the white man will make 
their hunfing-grounds his own abode. 


EDUCATION. 


The Oregon system of public instruction, 
or of Free Schools, may not be said to 
have attained any special enjiinence. There 
has long been a school system, embracing 
the inhabited parts of the State. Schools 
have been taught, at first supported by sub- 
scription, and afterwards by tax under the 
general law, in every considerable settle- 
ment, and, in most cases, this.is done admir- 
ably for three, six, or nine months. In 
Portland, and in some of the larger vil- 
lages, schools of three grades are sustained 
all the year. 

In. several localities, academies, high 
odes, seminaries, and incipient colleges 
have been established and kept in opera- 


The tone of feeling on the subject of edu- 
cation has been improved by the existence 
of so many corporate schools in the State, 
‘and a general desire exists among parents 
that their children shall‘ have an education. 
This is the more noticeable since many of 


they failed to have the advantages of 
schools. 

There is a good degree of readiness to 
pay taxes and to assist in school organiza- 
tion on the part of some even who do not 
know how toread.

If ie wishes 
to be be oe as a teacher he must go 
back to the first principles. He must bave 
positive statements, and unanswerable ar- 
guments to enforce. He must find the 
proof texts easy for his scholars to remem- 


|ber. Hitherto, he has been pleasing bim- 


self, “wandering at his own sweet will,” a 
sy mpathizing spectator merely in the church. 
He has been like the butterfly flitting from 
flower to flower, happy when the sun shines, 
but liable to have its wings torn by the 
first: blast that blows. Now, he must di- 
rect the course of others... He must’ feel 
the earth firmly with his feet, fog he, has 
become a leader and a guide. He must 
scrutinize the ground and know the founda- 
tions of the rock, the truths on which he 
stands. 

Morever, children sometimes ask very 
hard questions. Their simple minds, unac- 
customed to the forms of logic, often exhib- 
ita startling acumen. Their artless in- 
quiries cut clean through all the sophistries 
of human reason and. strike straight to the 

very root of the difficulty. They are also 
more reverent than older people. “ What 


does God say about it?” is the question]. 


which they tactly present upon every sub- 
ject which their minds can grasp. If the 
instruction that is given can be prefaced 
with a solemn “thus saith the Lord,” it is 
regarded as decisive. The teacher of such 
is therefore driven again and again to the 
Bible. There only ‘will he find the metal 
with which togoint his shaft. And he 
who can thus take the great truths of our 
holy religion and present them so fully and 
yet so simply, so distinctly and yet so lov- 
ingly, that a child can understand them, 
will himself possess no mean knowledge of 
Christian doctrine. 
In this age of zsthetic enjoyments, when 
we are too apt to cultivate the religious 
emotions to the .exclusion of doctrinal 
knowledge, this kind of discipline is es- 


pecially desirable. Christians need to study 


the Bible; not merely to read it, but to 
study it. And i in this respect they can de- 
rive much assistance and stimulus by labor- 
ing in the Sunday School.

Sunday School Labor a Means of Grace. 
[ Part of an Essay read by H. F: Colley 
vided a S. S. Convention, recently — in 


_ Nepouset, Mass. | 


First—Sunday School labor may 


‘ come a means of grace to the Christian, 


because tt cultivates a clear. conception of 
Christian truth... It is a law of our nature 
that our ite in every form of knowl- 
edge will depend greatly upon our endeav- 
ors to impart what we know to others. The 
very attempt to express our conVictions, to 
pat them into intelligible language, renders 
them still more definite and clear. The 
words not only speak to others. They 
speak back, as it were, to ourselves, and 
strengthen the source from which ‘they 
came. The Christian’ smind, as well as_his 
body, needs exercise in order to ‘become 
strong. But what form of Christian labor 
is at once so suitable to this end, and so 
convenient to:the great majority of believ- 
ers, as that of an instructor in the Sunday 
School? The field is always accessible. 
Ripe already for the harvest, it spreads our 
very doors and invites us toenter. Help is 
always wanted; and asthe chief service 
occurs on the Sabbath; it causes no mate- 
rial interruption to the man of business. Bs 
renders that day all the more a day of r 
from worldly toil by presenting a spiritaal 
object to his care. One result therefore of 
every Sunday School should be, and gener- 
ally is; the development of the instructors 
themselves. This resnit can often be 
traced. There are in almost every church 
some members who need this kind of work. 
They have, it is true, @ certain degree of 
Christian comfort. So far as their person- 
al experience is concerned, they possess a- 
good share of faith and love. They enjoy 
the service of God's | house. Their _affec- 


Now, they defy those doubts. . Planting 
their feet on the rock of Christ Jesus, they 
can exclaim like the Highland chieftain,— 


“Come one, come all! This rock shall fly 
From its firm base as soon as I.”’ 


| By teaching in the Sunday School they 
have acquired a clear conception of Christ- 
ian truth; and it is by the truth that we 
are sanctified. 


But, Secondly. Sunday School labor 
not only strengthens the convictions of the 
Christian. It is equally favorable to the 
development of bis heart. Jt promotes the 
exercise of the Christian graces. Christ- 
ianity is a religion which appeals to men, 
as to social and mutually. dependent beings. 
Its tendency is therefore aggressive. Its 
vitality consists in action. A Christian 
living to himself, confining his thoughts to 
the scrutiny of his personal experience, has 
no right to expect a rapid progress in the 
Divine life. He may believe in Christ, and 
anticipate the j Joys of heaven; but he needs 
something more. “ Now abideth,” says 
Paul, “ faith, hope, love; bit the greatest 
of these is love.” Christian love is the ag- 
gressive principle, essential to all progress. 
The more this is brought into exercise, the 
more rapid will be the spiritual growth. 
Like the fingers of the ivy’ clasping the 
arms of the oak, like the roots of the grass- 
es twining together i in the sod, so the affec- 


| tions of a Christian heart must have some- 


thing around which to cling, something to 
draw with them in their climb towards 
heaven. This truth ’ has, of course, an ap- 
plication to every form of Christian effort. 
But it seems peculiarly suggestive of labor 
in the Sunday School. There are some 
things in the very nature of a child’s heart, 
—its comparative innocence, its relative 
position to the thought and the hopes of the 
world, its very habit of trusting and of 
loving, which render it peculiarly inviting 
to Christian labor. Pride has not had time 
to build around it so many barriers as de- 
fend the avenues to Older hearts. Its trans- 

parency, also, is greater. Its clearness is 
not, as yet, dimmed by the cunning devices 
of sin. The teacher can, therefore, watch 
the effect of the ‘truth which “he imparts. 

He can, as it were, see the seed germinate 
and grow.” And ‘thus his interest in the 
work is increased: more and more. A: 
warmer flow of Christian love is induced, 
a more eager aspiration of Christian hope.

the Lord?” Can.we not there get true 
meekness, humility, rest, love? And may 
these not be increased in us evermore? 
These are questions of pasty mY, friend. 
Prove the word.

Christ may appear to fold his human nature 
so closely about him that few rays of divin- 
ity shall reach you. It is for your sake. he 
does it. And, as you look more intently 
and truly, the rays pour through more and 
more, transforming you, not transfiguring 
now himself.

“ yesterday, to-day; and forever.” 

Do not stop without fruit. An unfruitfal

vote in the election of Representatives in Parlia- 
ment, it is an evident anomaly that some holders 


of property are allowed to use this right, while 


others, forming no less a eonstituent part of the 
nation, and equally qualified by law to hold prop- 
erty, are not able to exercise this privilege. That 
the participation of women in the Government is 
consistent with the prineiples of the British Con- 
stitution, inasmuch as women in these islands have 
always been held capable of sovereignty, and wo- 
men are eligible for various public offices. Your 
petitioners, therefore, humply pray your honorable 
house to consider the expediency of providing for 
the representation of all householders, without dis- 
tinction of sex, who possess such property or rental 
qualification as your honorable house may deter- 
mine. _And your petitioners will ever pray.” 


— Amid the violent oppositions to every mové- 


“ment that promises physical or moral improvement 


at New York, the friends of law and order, morality 
and reform, are not idle. They have concluded 
that if they would effect anything lasting they must 


' begin at the bottom of the matter, and work upon 


the people—the original source of all delegated 
political power in this country. Accordingly a 
new organization has come up whose aim is to eri- 
roll all men who are in favor of quiet Sundays and 
a decent appearance in general matters. The in- 
tent of this party is to open a campaign to sustain 
the authorities in the enforcement of the excise
